"The State of Ohio spends hundreds 


of thousands of dollars every year in 
educating boys how to farm, in agri- 
culture extension, and demonstration 
work; it spends other hundreds of 
thousands in its experimental stations 
and experiment farms, and thousands 
in fighting pests and fungi 
and 


disease. It also spends many thou- 
sands in inspecting food stuffs, in 
testing and condemning cattle for 
tuberculosis, in seeing that honest 
weight and honest measure is given 
the consumer. 


"Yet after spending this vast sum 


for the production of better crops, and 
to see that they are pure, and health- 
ful for the consumer, it does seem 
illogical that the State does not spend 
one cent to bring the producer and 
consumer of these products in closer 
touch. 


"Ohio needs a Commissioner of 


Markets and Marketing. The Commis- 
sioner of Markets in New York has 
rendered a great service both to pro- 
ducer and consumer, and we believe 
that he could do the same in Ohio." 


Mr Taber had the enthusiastic sup- 


port of such men as Past Master T. 
C. Laylin, for instance, who has in 
the past rendered such great service, 
through the organization, to the State 
and Nation on' problems similar to 
the ones now Binder consideration.

If, 
our 'Food Price Reformers' will turn 
their thoughts, attention and abuse 
from the farmer to our methods of

Mr. Taber's suggestion that the de- 


velopment of production distant from 
the market increases cost, is easily 
illustrated by the recent famine in the 
coal supply due to a car shortage.
